He was: (as Sir Charles Conwallis re- 
preſents him) of middle ſtature, about five feet eight inches 
high, ſtrong and well made, of an amiable, majeſtie counte- 
nance, his hair of an auburn- colour, long faced, a broad fore- 
head, a piercing grave eye; and à gracious ſmile; courteous, 
loving, and affable; naturally ſhame-faced and modeſt; patient, 
flow to anger: He was merciful after he had a little puniſhed 
offenders, but did not judge raſhly.

Wells : In which letter *tis recited, that he had merited his 
Majeſty's favour by his laudable virtues; by being born of a 
noble and renowned ſtock, and by bis grace ul behaviour 1 in his 
manners and converſation. | 
In 8 Edw. III. he * was conſtituted Biſhop of WWhroRer' 'and 
on the death of Biſhop Hotham, was tranſlated (by Pope Ben. II.) 
to Ely, about the middle of March, 1336. He began the 
building ® of that beautiful Lady chapel on the north ſide of the 
cathedral church, and beſtowed great ſums of money thereon, 
but his death prevented his finiſhing of it. He e procured divers 
privileges to the Univerſity of Cambridge; and departing this 
life June 20, 1 3445 Was buried in the chaper” aforemen- 
tioned- :

march againſt the Scots then in rebellion, to be retained for a 
quarter of a year; and the King promiſed him and other great 
men then ſummoned, that their expences ſhould he paid wWith- 
cout delay, and their ſervices greatly approved. This Sir Ed- 
ward t was Governor of the caſtle of Werk, under his -bro- 
ther William, Earl of Saliſpury, who had it by grant from“ 
Eing Edward, in the 7th year of his reign, together with the | 
manor theteto belonging, on condition to fepair the fortreſs, _ 
and defend it againſt the Scots. Which caſtle af Werk endur- 
ed a memorable ſiege in this 1 Sth year; the ſtory whereof-giv- 
- ing riſe to King Edward's falling in love with the Counteſs of 
_ +Salifbury,;I ſhall, relate in what manner it came about. King 
David of Sestland, having taken the city of Durham, he, in 
revenge of all his loſſes for many years preceding, eſpecially 
being urged even beyond bis nature, by the importunate in- 
ſtigations of the French auxiliaries then with him, commanded 
men, wornen, and children moriks, prieſts, and all, without 
diſtinction, to be put to death, which was accordingly executed "I 
without pity: or remorſe. . And having gotten/# great booty.out = 
of the churches, monaſteries; &c. he was: retiring with it to 
his on country. But in his return toward Ber wick, laying one 
night near Werk, which he did not judge proper to attack, be- 
ing laden with booty, and the fortreſs. thought too inconſiderable 
to employ ſo great an army; wherefore early next morning the7ß 
began their march for Scotland; Prince Robert Stuart, hir ap- 
parent of that crown, being in the van, the King himſelf with 
moſt of the booty and carriages in the middle, and the Lord 
William Douglas bringing up the rear. Sit Edward Monta- 
gue viewing from the battlements of the Tower of Werk, 
that the Scots were reſolved to leave him in quiet, and were ſo 
charged with heavy carriages, that their horſes could hardly 
ſuſtain their burthens, preſently mounted forty ſpears, and at 
the head of them, ſallies out of the caſtle, and covertly follow- 
ing the rear of the Scots, overtook them as they were entring in- 
to a wood, and ſet. on them with ſuch vigour, that he preſently 
flew and hurt of the Scots, more than 200 ł, and took from 
them above 120 horſes laden with ſpoil, which he drove back 
toward the caſtle. Sir William Douglas, who had the charge of 
the rear, and was already paſſed the foreſt, on this alarm looked 
back, and ſeeing his men flying in diſorder, he ſent word thereof 
to the King, and forthwith purſued the Engliſn, even to the 
foot of the caſtle. But before he came to the barriers, the Engliſh 
were all entred with the ſpoil they had recovered. However, 
t Clauſ.

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the enraged Douglas falls immediately to the aſſault with great 
fury, and was received with as much bravery ; this action 
Continuing till the whole army, and King David himſelf, were 
returned before the caſtle. Next morning King David gave 
command for a general aſſault, Which was received by the 
beſieged with great bravery ; and the Counteſs of Saliſbury be- 
1 ing in the caſtle, ſhewed ſuch a maſculine ſpirit, that inſtead of 
receiving courage from others, ſhe added heart to all. She 
_ = diftributed' her gold and ſilver eee eee and 
promiſed more, telling them, King Edward, their Lord, would 
- ſoon come to her aſſiſtance, and ſpoke in ſo engaging a manner, | 
that every man performed bis part with great reſolution. 
WMyberefore the diſpute was on both ſides maintained with great 
ardour and animoſity; but the aſſailants were expoſed: to infinite 
buaxards, the: preſence of their King making them venture n 
any things while the beſieged fought with all poſfible care and 
diiſcretion, as well as courage, as being guardians 6f beauty ang 
virtue, beſides the charge of their own lives, and the honour f 
ttteir King and ecuntry, which they were to maintain againſt 
ãecruel and nümetous enemy. The Scots carried thither timber, 
1 faggots, and other ſtuff, | intending-to fill up the ditches, where - 
by their engines might the better approach the walls; but, af- 
ter a long and bloody conteſt,” the aſſailants were obliged to re- 
tire, weary and well beaten, and leaving great numbers ſlain;

In the ſame year, the forces of the Dauphin having ſurpriz d 
Auranches, King Henry ſent part of his own army to the Earl 
of Saliſbury his Iieutenant of Normandy, who within few days 
recover'd the town, and reveng'd the death of the ſurprized. 
In the 10th of King Henry V. this glorious Monarch directs 
- his writ (bearing date the 17th of April) to the Bailiff or Lieu- 
tenant of Roan, commanding proclamation to be made, that all 
his liege ſubjects bearing arms (except thoſe neceſſary to remain 
1 ard) Lcd repetr to Thomas, Earl of Saliſbury at Mante, 
under penalty of the forfeiture of their goods, and impriſonment 
during pleaſure, if they were not at the place appointed in three 
days. And the like writs were ſent to the Governors and 
Bailiffs of ſeveral other towns in Normandy and France. But 
Ling Henry falling ill, ſo that he was conveyed ina horſe-litter 
to Boyes de Vyncens e, this Earl, with the Dukes of Bedford, 
and — repair'd to him, who lovingly entertain'd and 
embrac'd them, and on his deathbed recommended his affairs to 
them. And on his deceaſe, the laſt of Auguſt 1422 he f and 
the Duke of Suffolk were left in France, for defence of the 
caſtles and towns then remaining in the power cf the Engliſh. _ 
He continued in France s in 1 Hen. VI. but the ſcene; was 
much altered by the King's deceaſe, and the death of Charles the 
French King, who died in October following: For Charles the 
Dauphin taking on him the title of King of France, the French 
were inſpir'd with new courage, and bringing their army before 
the town of Meulan (lying upon Seine in Normandy) took it by 
-ſtorm, putting all the Engliſh therein to the ſword. The news. 
- whereof being brought to the famous John, Duke of Bedford, 
then regent of France, he forthwith diſpatched the Earl of Saliſ- 
bury (as a perſon more of an old Roman courage, than one of 
his age, faith an old Author“) with John of Luxemburgh, maſ- 
ter of the Burgundian cavalry, and a choice number of men; to 
recover it.
